exercised more care in the editing of their cor- 
respondent's work. No good turn was ever serv- 
ed by the policy of antruths, and though we do 
not doubt bat what our contemporary is guilt- 
less of the desire to deceive, it is nevertheless 
unfortanate that it should have become the 
medium of pablication for such a letter as that 
from which we have quoted. 

Asa matter of fact, the situation in the 
provinces is at last shewing sings of improve 
went, which if slight, is 
considering the manifold diffieulties which lie 
in the way of suppression of crime which has 
once got a foothold in such a country as this- 
The subject has for a long time been receiving 
the active consideration of both the Ministers 
of Justice and of the Interior. As we have 
previously pointed out, the change from one 
aystem to another is necessarily one which is 
franght with unavoidable dangers, and the old 
system under which the omdeh reigned ina 
state of practical supremacy being no longer 
tenable, it was necessary to introduces change, 
and it is to this fact that the increase of crime 
was primarily due, the newer laws which 
demand the swearing of witnesses before con- 
viction being unfortunately regarded in the 
cht of leniency, tainted by weakness, by those 
who came uuder their jurisdiction. 

There is no commission necessary. The Go- 
verument is alive to the fact that exceptional 
activity is necessary in the provinces, and all 
that it is possible to do is being done, with 
the result that as we have already stated, the 
more serious offences would already appear to 
be checked, and we are of the opinion that 
were a commission formed, the members being 
of any European country which has had ex- 
perience of dealing. with countries such as 
Exypt, that their finding would simply justity 
the action-of the Government in the matter, 
without being able to propound one effective 
suggestion which has bot already been applied. 
The inauguration of a system empowering the 
Government to deport criminals would do much 
to strengthen their power in dealing with this 


- | question. Many arguments have been brought 


to bearagainst this innovation, the chief of 
which appears to be that the same code does 
not at present hold good in any European 
country, the people who bring these argu- 
ments forward apparently forgetting that the 
prevailing situations are entirely at variance 
in the two continents. Deportation was at 
one time considered necessary in England, 
among other European countries, and the laws 
pertaining to it were undoubtedly exercised 
with beneticial effect in thoseearly days, but 
such is the sickly sentimentality ofa portion 
of the present day generation, that the bare 
suggestion of the revival of such methods is 
regarded with horror, though it is not more 
than about sixty years since the same system 
was applied at home upon those criminals 
who had proved the ineftectuality of more 
lenient measures as applied to themselves. 

The doctrine of the humane treatment of our 
fellows is noble in its every degree, bat the 
morbid extension ‘of sympathy to the criminal 
classes at the expense of the law-abiding po- 
pulation is poisonous in its effect upon a 
nation Deported criminals are subjected to 
treatment every whit as humane as they 
would receive were they located in the local 
jail, and why it should be considered necessary 
to confine them to local imprisonment at the 
expense of the country, when by deporting 
them for a period, they would be given every 
opportunity of training themselves to become

THE NEW PARTY. 


CONSTITUTIONAL REFORM LEAGUE. 


As announced a short time ago in these 
columns the moderate nationalists have been 
busy organising themselves into a party under 
the chairmanship:of Sheikh Ali Bey Yussef. 
Convenient premises have been taken on the 


first floor of a house nearly opposite the Turf 


Club, and in about a week's time all will be 
ready for holding the inaugural meeting of the 
general committee. Some days ago the Arabic 
version of the statutes of the league setting 
forth its aim’ and ecnstitution was published, 
an Englirh aay ty of which has just reached 
va. The follwing is an extract 


PRINCIPLES OF THE LEAGUE 


(a) Maintendnce of the Khedivial authority 
as guaranted by the Firmans conferring upon 
Egypt Administrative Independence. 

b) Reliance upon the pledges given and 
declarations made by Great Britain at the 
time of the Occupation and claiming their 
fulfilment. 

(e A demand for representative institutions 
invested with full political and administrative 
powers in so far as Egyptians and Egyptian 
interests are alone concerned. 

(d) Primary Education to be general and 
gratuitous. 

(e) Arabic to be the medium of instruction 
in all Egyptian Government Schools. 

(f) Posts in the Egyptian Government to be 
given to natives according to their capacity 
and merit with the object of diminishing as far 
as possible the number of foreigners in the 
service ot the Government and thus enabling 
the Egyptians to learn to govern themselves. 

( Extension of the Jurisdiction of the 
Mixed Courts, which already try civil, com- 
mercial and petty offences, to criminal cases in 
which foreigners are concerned until such 
period as it may be possible to inaugurate 
unity of Jurisdiction and thus affirm the great 
principle of justice for all who inbabit the same 
country, namely, “Equality before the Law.” 

The leagne's chief office is in Cairo but it 
is contemplated establishing branches in all the 
principal towns of Egypt. An administrative 
council consisting of fifteen members selected 
from a general committee unlimited in num- 
bers, and which has already been extensively 
joined, will carry out the arrangements of the 
league. Members of the committee will pay 
an entrance fee of L.E. 2 and an annual sub- 
scription of LE. 5, whilst ordinary members 
will be admitted on payment of P. T. 20 and an 
an annual subscription of P. T. 60. One of the 
rules contains a very salutary provision, name- 
ly, that religious topics shall be excluded 
from discussion save 80 far as the management 
of religious institations is concerned. The 
meaning of this is that whils' the league shall 
he free to criticise the administration of 
ecclesiastical endowments such as the Wakfs 
and Al-Azhar “with a view to introducing 
feforms of, general utility” it shall not lay 
itself open to the charge of promoting Pau 
Islamic propaganda. For the rest, the aims 
of the league do not present any feature 
of -tartling povelty or disconcerting tendencies. 
All the claims put forward have been already 
foreshadowed in the speeches and manifestoes 
of Sheikh Ali Yasset and Hafiz Effendi Awad. 
Political groupingsin Egypt resolve themselves 
into three sections, the first of which demands 
the evacuation of the English from the Nile 
Valley unconditionally, the second, 80 soon as 
the Egyptians shal] become capable of govern- 
ing themselves and have given proof that by 
the departure of the English political and oom 
mercial interests shall not be injured ; and the 
third desire to remain for ever under British 
tutelage. Needless to add that the second 
section is represented by the league Its 
demands, however remote some of them may 
he from realisation, are certainly concluded in 
language of scrupulous moderation, and are 
not calculated to wound the susceptibilities of 
the most staunch Imperialist. It is to the credit 
of the founder of this movement and his coad- 
jutors that they should have framed a body 


of rules which are on the whole clear and com 
prehensive. Their programme, too, has been 
well reeeiwed by the Arabic Press and the 
public whith had become confused by a ple 


programmes and nau 
seated by the fanfaronade and rhetorical 
falsetto of Mustapha Pasha Kamel. Little to 
the liking of this frothy phrase-monger must be 
the energy displayed by his nationalist compe- 
titors in completing such an organisation which 
has already been formed by some of the most 
aceompilshed writers in the Arabic Republic 
ot Letters. He feels evidently that some 
counter effort must be made and he therefore 
proposes to pronounce one of his illuminating 
dixcourses on the 27th inst. before a meeting 
of the so called nationalist party, when he will 
discuss the object of his party about which he 
has for long years taken good care that the 
public shall be in no doubt. We may therefore 
expect nothing but a rechauf# of bis “Anglais 
et Egyptiens” seasoned with choice morsels 
from the Zizinia oration, But there is to be 
something more. No utterance of his would be 
complete without an out-pouring of the vials 
of his wrath upon those who dare to differ 
from him. So we are to beregaled with an 
account of the machinations employed by his 
enemies in attacking him. Who ever said that 
he recognises only two classes of men—tools 
and enemies—was probably not far from the 
mark. And as a final bonne bouche he will 
demonstrate in an eloquent peroration—Kamel 
is nothing if not eloguent—of the tub-thum- 
ping order, that his party consisting of his 
brother bis sisters bis cousins and his aunts 
is the only—the very only—one which can

there was practically no water there at all. After 
some months’ work witha view to proving the 
presence of gold, and having acquired the 
practical certainty of the mine being likely to 
turn out productive, the water question be- 
came one of vital importance, and a special 
boring plant was despatched, and some consi- 
derable time was spent in searching before a 
supply was found sufficient to provide for the 


of water at Nabardi and in its immediate 
neighbourhood has steadily increased, and our 
chief service of supply is now likely to be the 
Muftah well, which is about 16 miles from the 
mine. That well was originally commenced 
with the idea that, being in sandstone forma- 
tion, the chances of finding water were excep- 
tionally good, for the sandstone is traceable 
for some ten miles in length until it reaches a 
range of bills, and it is some two miles in 
width, and such a formation might naturally 
be expected to form a sort of catchment area 
for the drainage of the hills. The depth of the 
sandstone has not yet been ascertained. The 
well is at present 190 ft. deep, and is indicat- 
ing a probable increased supply as we ‘go 
deeper, it may be mentioned that, whilst at 
182 ft it gave 600 gallons per 24 hours, on 
being continued another 8 ft the quantity 
increased to 7,000 gallons. It is, therefore, not 
unreasonable to assume that from this source 
we shall get a satisfactory and continuous 
supply. 

Reviewing the whole position, the directors 
recently came to the conelusion that, as the 
mine has now reached a stage of development 
warranting the erection of a mill, there is no 
longer any reason why the mill should not be 
installed at the mine itself Until the ore 
reserves can be more rapidly increased the 
direetors have thought it advisable to erect a 
10-stamp mill only, to be added to as cireum- 
stances render it necessary and expedient. 
About the time this decision was come to your 
directors were informed that an opportunity 
was presenting itself to acquire a mill at a 
mine in Egypt which lias now discontinued 
operations. Your directors caused this mill to 
be inspected, and, it having been found to be in 
good condition, it has since been purchased, 
and is now on its way to the property. I may 
say that owing to the distance of the Muftah 
well from the mine, and the consequent neces- 
sity for a long pipe-line to carry the water, the 
cost of erecting the mill at Nabardi and getting 
all ready tor a start will be much the same as it 
we had erected it on the Nile, but there will 
be a considerable saving in running it, as the 
ore will not now have to be carried 180 miles 
for treatment. Moreover, there will be not only 
economy, but also many other advantages in 
treating the ore on the spot, instead of having 
to keep op a separate establishment on the 
Nile for that purpose. Before finally determin- 
ing what treatment beyond amalgamation will 
be required to extract the highest possible per- 
centage of the gold contents of the ore, the 
directors are awaiting the complete result of 
some tests being carried out by a London firm 
on a bulk sample from the deeper develop- 
ments at the mine. So far as the tests have 
gone, there would appear to be every probabi- 
lity that the extraction will be satisfactory. 
For milling, it is proposed to utilise the water 
from the Muftah well, and the necessary pipe- 
line to convey it to the mill site is in course of 
shipment. It is not certain as to how soon the 
mill may be in operation, but we are quite hop- 
ing that we shall be able to make a start in 
May at the latest. Throughout the past year 
the native labour supply has been ample, and 
we are glad to say that the health ot the camp 
has continued good. 

You will notice that our superintendent, 
Mr. Holman, retains a very favourable opinion 
of our prospects, and considers that we ate 
working upon a true fissure vein, upon which 
we should open up a valuable mine. Although 
outside of the Om Nabardi mining lease we 
are at present doing no work, yet, in view of 
the possibilities in connection with the conces- 
sion, we have felt desirous of keeping our hold 
upon the 22,000 square miles originally granted
